Government’ Amends Regulations | 
Controlling Those in Alaska. - 


As. a-result of the great.increase in 
floating fish. traps in Alaskan waters 
and the danger to navigation which they 
cause, the Secretary of War, under date 
of. April 16 last, amended’ the réegula- 
tiona approved March 15, (191640 regu- 
late fishing in. navigable waters of 
Alaska .by inclusion of. the following. 
conditions > ; 

That during the calendar year 1920 no 
floating pound net or’ fish tfap- in the 
navigable waters of Alaska shall’ ex- 
ceed 2,400 feat in length over all nor be 
constructed and operated. in more than 
100 feet depth of water at thé outer end 
of the net:or trap at. mean high tide ‘ac- 
co' ding to the United States tide tables; 
with the exception that a floating pound 
net or. fish trap may be ‘constructed and 
operated “in a greater’ depth of water, 
provided the extension measured. from 
the shore line, at mean high. tide line, . 
doves not ‘exceed 1,000 feet dvér all. -

NTIRELY different in theme, in 
the method and type of its fun- 
making, ‘‘ The Foolish Lov- 

ers’ is nevertheless nearer akin to 
the memorably delightful ‘* Alice and 
a Family."’ than is any other of Mr.

is an attempt to demonstrate the 

workers’ right to a living wage as 
matter of morals rather than as the 
result of a wage bargain. 

It is agreeable to say that Dr. 
Ryan argues the living wage ques- 
tion better than almost anybody 
else. Almost all favor the principle, 
but few see their way to its practical 
application.” It is hindered, if not 
wrecked, by its details. Individual 
or collective wage bargains remain 
the most practical settlement of a 
contention which has two sides. Both 
parties to wage bargains work best 
under the observation of public opin- 
ion, amounting to lawful regulation, 
which both parties reject; but 
neither of whom should be given 
a free hand. Domination breeds im- 
moralities even when proposed in 
the name of benevolence. Christian 
ethics are not rejected because they 
are found to be unsuitable to eco- 
nomic necessities. Let all practice 
morals,. whether’ suitable to their 
cases or not, as far.as possible. But 
more progress will be made if busi- 
ness ethics are raiged, rather than 
Christian . ethics . depreciated by 
bringing them into gonflict with eco- 
nomic. and community necessities. 
Dr. Ryan’s book is a notable con- 
tribution in .this direction. His 
effort cannot fail to do much good, 
even if lew than-he wishes, and 
many besides -himself. There is 
nothing sectarian in Catholic views 
of social questions. There is no 
such. a a as a .Roman Catholic 
system of political economy. The

The United States Senate and: the 
House of Representatives have passed 
the bill introduced by. Congressman 
Walsh of Massachusetts, -at the re- 


quest of the National Association of 


the Motion Picture Industry, which 
amends the. Penal Code by placing mo- 
tion picture films in the classification 
with books and other printed matter. 
If the President signs the bill it ‘will 
be a misdemeanor to ship in inter- 
state commerce, or in the United 
Stafés mail, any indecent ‘or immoral 
film, just as it is a misdemeanor now 
to ship. an indecent book. 

It is the contention of the National 
Asséciation that there should be no dis- 
crimination in censorship and other mat- 
ters between the printed word and the 
printed picture. .The printed word, it 
is mairitained, is protected from censor- 
ship by a provision of the Federal Con- 
stitution, as, ll as..by every State 
Constitution, . the same protection 
is; sought for ‘motion ypictures.

The entire work of the Service and 
Infor ion Bratich fs divided into two 
main visions. Firet, “there is..the 
central office, with headquarters in: the 
Council of Natiotal: Defense ng, 
Washington, D. C. The second division 
is the field service, which covers prac- 
tically the entire country. The home 
office: not only stipervises the activities 
of the field representatives throughout 
the United Stites “but in addition 
handles thé éntiré petdonndl, correspond - 
ence and ‘information’ and publicity 
branches and émployment for ‘high- 
class fechnical and professional men. 
To cover the country thoroughly the 
United States is divided into three dis- 
tri¢ts ‘with an officer or ex-officer in 
charge. . Headquarters. for districts ‘are 
in New York City, Indianapolis and San 
Francisco. In each of these other of- 
ficers or ex-officefts are assigned as 
field representatives to visit the various 
activities, to assist in building up such 
soldier employnient bureaus as have al- 
ready been established locally, and to 
give help and advicé to former soldiers 
and their relatives. 
One section of the Washington office 
assists all ex-service men in a.ijusting 
with the Government departinents any 
of their difficulties arising out of mili- 
tary or naval service. The Service and 
Information -Branch has compiled six 
bulletins of information and has given 
them nation-wide distribution. Copies 
of these bulletins may be had upon re- 
quest by addressing Lieut.-Col. M. C. 
Smith, Council’ of National Defense 
Building, Washington, D. C; The aé- 
dresses of the Chairman of various local 
committees may be ascertained from the 
local representatives’ of the Red. Cross 
‘or the American Legion. National Head- 
quarters of the American Legion will 
shortly issue for distribution to all 
Legion posts a booklet which embodies 
the ideas of the Service and Informatton 
Branch on the subject of committees.

I ask the question in very genuine per- 
plexity; for in far larger proportion 
than 5, 10 or 20 per cent. of those whom 
I have met, I*find people of all degrees 
of prosperity and of intelligence from 
the average upward, who are deeply 


‘and heartily ashamed of the things 


which are being done in the name of 
this Statue of Liberty; But the only 
people whom I find as active against 
those harsh and illegal processes us the 
idolators themselves: are active for them, 
ais members” of the rather unpopular 
left wing of poluicat thought. Why is 
it left so ntuch’ ‘to them, to defend .by 
protest and imprisonment, Liberty the 
ideal? 

And, then, ab I write this I am cor- 
rected—or should, I suppose,’ feel cor- 
rected—for have not some sixty-odd 
Congressmen quite recently, with a 
magnificent gesture, sweeping aside as 
inconsiderable trifles unworthy of notice 
these things. done ‘in their own country— 
have they not delivered, a resolute. pro- 
test against the.suppression of Irish lib- 
erty and the abuse of judicial procedure, 
at the door of our English Prime Minis- 
ter? I happen to agree with their the- 
sis, but that does not prevent me from 
marveling. at their moral blindness to 
comparisons. That histrionic perform- 
ance can, I think, only be explained by 
this curious worshfp of Liberty the 
statue, represented to my mind’s éye by 
that sharp gesticulatory waving of very 
small, cheap flags, with which home- 
coming Americans. relieve their feelings 


or the hundred per cent. Jingoism which 
one encounters elsewhere; that is how 
‘conventional. conservatism always . ex- 
préessés itself when it mistakes prejudice 
for principle, and panic for patriotism. 


Something Really Different. 


going on—mainly, perhaps, among Amer- 
ican youth, amazingly different from 
anything one can find away East—a 
sort of eager, courageous idealism that 
is anxious to try out new ways, recom- 
mended thereto by the.very. fact that 
they are new; very naive, very self- 
conscjous, ‘very voluble and‘ tremendous- 
ly in, earnest—not. afraid to make mis- 
takes, not ashamed to admit sometimes 
that it has made them—filled with an 
who think differently.

My direct personal encounter with, it, 
prolonged. from days into weeks, has 
been in a small community school where 
self-government. is being tried . out ‘on 
rules—or on an elimination of rules— 
decided upon by the comnfunity itself; a 
form of government (let me say in pass- 
ing) under which the students, having 
the numerical power, can vote down 
the teachers,. but do, nevertheless of 
their own volition attend clesses. 

Upon this experirfent. I came and 
gazed soon after “my» arrival in- the 
States with all the delight ofa foreigner 
seeing for the first time a strange form 
of civilization. It is entirely un-English, 
still more un-European; what is it, then, 
if it is not American? I have heard that 
elsewhere in the States idealism of a 
siniflar kind is making concrete experi- 
ments—no doubt making mistakes also; 
and so, if only it -can retain the open 
mind, learning wisdom. 

This is not the place where I can go 
into detail about the single example with 
which I have come into close contact. 
I will only.mention one point. The 
school is just now gloriously happy be- 
cause its Head—if that’ can be called a 
Head which only holds equal authority 
with the rest—is in prison for having as- 
serted at Pittsburgh America’s constitu- 
tional right of free assembly and free 
speech, If that is hundred per cent. 
Americanism—and I am inclined to think 
that it is going to be before lohg—I not 
only wish it well, I take off my hat to 
it. That small community school’s pride 
in. the imprisonment of its founder is a 
better and a more real tribute to Lib- 
erty the ideal than all the flag-wag- 
ging in the world. I had just finished 
writing this article when I was credibly 
informed that the Statue of Liberty con- 
tains a lockup for deportees. If that be 
true, perhaps it explains everything.

An industry. of enormous proportions 
developed. The cowboy and the feuds 
of the cattle and sheep men upon the 
public lands were, a part of only a 
temporary phase “of our agriculture. 
Year after year the best lands were 
brought under cultivation beckuse the 
markets. of the) world needed more 
wheat and more cotton and dhundreds | 
of thousands of: Americans . wanted 
homes. ‘The public lands, covered with 
grass, and the increaséd production of 
corn upon the new lands of ‘Iowa and 
States to the south accustomed us as 
a people to a low scale of prices for 
meat, just as was occurring in the case 
of grain for bread. ° But the change in 
conditions that brought all of the best 
-of this western soil under cultivation to 
support a population more than‘ doubled, 
and to meet the demand of other coun- 
tries, is a permanent one. 

Of course, we shall have meat, . not- 
withstanding the increasing demand 
upon the area for grain and 
vegetables and fruit, immediately edible, 
but we shall get what we want only by 
spurring production. of corn and. grass 
and the legumes through higher prices. 
We can keep more land. under the plow, 
use more acres that have only moderate

Farmer's Scale of Living. 


We should be able to make a surer 
forecast of the course of food prices if 
we knew what relation the farmer’s 
scale 6f living bears.to prices and what | 
that seale “would be in future years. It’ 
is a most’ {interesting field of specula- 
tion. Neatly one-third of our popula- 
tion is directly concerned in ‘the’ prodiuc- 
tion of our food, and their maintenance, 
with reasonable profit upon capital, skill 
and labor invested, is a factor of the 
gteatest. magnitude. The public has: a 


farmer's purchase of automobiles and of 
rugs for his house is taken as a more or 
less personal matter by” many “people. 


of the food producer may not be as well 
assured as some suppose. 

It seems to some people that a huge 
block, of money is required to maintain 
a good scale of ‘living on farms, and 
that it might be possible to fill our 
eountry with small farmers and laborers 
from Japan and South Europe who 
would live more In the peasant way. As 
a mattef of personal judgment I give 
four reasons for believing that an in- 
creasingly high scale of living for our 
agricultural population will be a fixed 
charge upon food, and that this is in 
the public interest: 

1. The. science that is ceqpcerned with 
agriculture is attractive to intelligent 
men; Many thousands of college grddu- 
ates are farmers, and hundreds of thou- 
saids of men, partly self-trained in the 
science, are equally “well equipped ‘to 
care tor their interests. ‘They. do not 
form ‘a. class apart: from city ‘people, 
and more and.more they will establish 
rural life upon the plane that intelll-. 
gence and efficiency are able to assure. 

2. The establishment: of a peasant 
class, or of a low scale of living in the 
country, would be un-American and un- 
wholesome for our republic. . 

« 3. The cities and manufacturing dis-- 
tricts are dependent upon good buying 
power throughout our country. 

4. It is easily possible that food .sup- 
plies in this country might be made and

a time by millions of small farmers and 
laborers who would live very simply and 
employ all members of their families in 
food production, but thé greater part of 
the cost of mainteining a satisfying 
rural life for Americans is met ‘by su- 
perior intelligence and energy. The re-

point, I believe that our food must’ 


for the maintenance of a rural life: satis- 
fying to, intelligent and efficient men, 
and that the thoughtful mén in other 
occupations would not have conditions 
‘ otherwise. 
; Paid Laber. 

While manufacturing and transporta- 
‘tion remained in the control of tens‘ of 
thousands of individuals, there was little 
accourtt taken of the length of the work-. 
ing day. The village shoemaker sat on 
his bench in the evening, and the cattle 
driver on thé old national road pre- 
ferred the cool time after sunset to add 
to the day’s travel toward an Bastern 
city. The restriction of hours of labor 
came after the few most efficient in 
manufacturing, transportation and com- 
merce took over the direction, and: the 
others became employes. 

It is only in:agriculture that we have 
left opportunity for millions of self- 
directing people, and there has been the 
continuing custom on our farms that all 
members of the family contribute some 
effort, and that’'no account be taken of 
the hours of labor per day if work need- 
ed to be dond . When the most of the 
food was produced under these condi- 
tions prices were relatively. low and 
consumers profited materially by these 
conditions. Profits in the industries 
brought advances in wages in the begin- 
ning of this century that attracted men 
and women from the farms, and more 
and more food production has been g0- 
ing upon:a purely business basis, as the 
farmers havé become largely dependent 
upon hired. labor. Then came the great 


| War, and the extraordinary. activity of 


industty after its close, and paid labor, 
with limitations respecting hours, has 
become a big factor in the cost of food. 
There cannot. be a return to the four- 
teen or sixteen hour day that was much 
to. the food consumers’ benefit, and 
prices must register the change. It is 
possible to conceive of such depression 
in industry, and such failure to co- 
ordinate forces, that great masses of 
men would get ack to the land to as- 
sure to themselves a food supply, but 
if we stay. sane, as we shall in Amer- 
ica, our food must have its prices fixed 
on ‘a true commercial basis, permitting 
the payment.of a satisfying wage to all 
engaged in its production. 
Cutting Out Waste.

‘This,waste is 
made possible and necessary by the in- 
dividualistic action of farmers.

Siie amount of money involved in the 
‘daily “purchase for the ‘table does not 
tempt the buyer to give the personal at- 
tention that might save 10 to 25 per 
cent., especially if delivery to the home 
were eliminated by the merchant, and 
yet a scaling down by 10 to 25 per’ cent. 
of the annual amount. paid for such sup- 
plies would seem a big item when trying 
to. keep within the allotment for food. 
Back of this saving, after products 
reach centres of population, is an elim- 
ination of waste that can be made only 
by. the producers, . The,raw materials 
used by the farmer must be bought in 
quantity by expert buyers and that is 
possible only through co-operation. 
Standardization of vegetables and fruits 
fs possible to members of co-operative 
organizations and that permits more 
dirett ‘distribution. The producers of 
food,: working independently: upon: mil- 
lions:of farms, cah.hever do such team- 
work. that the raw materials for their 
industry will be: bought as advantage- 
ously ‘as a great steel corporation can 
supply itself. and théy never will co- 
Operate well enough to standardize and 
distribute their product as efficiently as

In the report, of, the Commission to In- 

vestigate the Surface Railroad Situation 
to Governor Whitman the same. phe- 
nomenon is thus commented upon: _ 
‘* Not a dollar has been spent on any 
comprehensive improvement of freight 
facilities on the island of Manhattan 
during the last quarter of a_ century. 
During that: period over $400,000,000 has 
-been spent for subways and elevated ex- 
tensions, and the New York Central and 
the Pennsylvania Railroads have built 
passenger terminals involving an outlay 
of Almost $300,000,000. Thus approxi- 
Mately $700,000,000 has been expended in 
various ways in the improvement of ‘pas- 
senger transportation, and scarcely’ a 
dollar to improve the facilities for trans- 
porting ~quickly and economically the 
things produced by manufacturers or re- 
quired in daily: life.” 

Before presenting @ plan for aisairiiig 
freight congestion the same commission 
called attention to a phase. which today, 
more than two-years later, constitutes 
one-of the most harassing problems con- 
fronting .New~ York. This isthe, con- 
gestion along the waterfront of. freight 
destined for export and-coastwise ship- 
ping. To do away with this, the com- 
mission proposed to deepen the Hudson 
River as far up. ad Albany sufficiently 
to make it navigable for ocean’ steam- 
ships, which *copld. then load: freight 
from Western points at Albany and take 
it thence to its destination,’ thus obviat- 
ing. the necessity of having it ‘trans- 
shipped ‘at Albany from the Barge Canal 
to railroad cars and carried in them 
to New York ‘for reshipment. there to 
foreign ‘oreAmerican ports.. In this way, 
it -was argued, the city’s facilities for 
handling freight would not be needlessly 
taxed and freight: destined for New 
York’s own use would not be tied up. 

It was also pointed out that much: of 
thé freight now. coming from: Western 
points to New York might advantageous- 
ly) be. deflected ‘to Montreal, which 
would further relieve the great conges- 
tion existing along the New York water- 
front and render ‘correspondingly easier 
the handling. there of freight destined 
for local consumption.

‘** During -the ‘recent big snowstorm, 
14,000 crates of Spanish onions were 
frozen and -had' to be destroyed. An- 
other lot of 20,000 crates was saved be- 
cause. the ship bringing them to port 
Was made to wait outside until a dock 
could be found where the stuff could’ 
Be promptly distributed. Recently, 
twenty carloads of melons rotted away 
out on the Jersey meadows because they 
could not be distributed. These are 
only isolated instances. 

‘Under Sauch conditions it is only 
natural that farmers are reluctant to 
send their stuff into New York, where 
it will only be thrown away. Every 
time a farmer’s stuff is destroyed here 
he gets discouraged. As a result of 
such conditions more and more boys 
are leaving farms for the cities and less 
farm stuff is being raised. 

“Take the situation in the Bronx: 
fish must pass through the Bronx in 
trains, be carted-to Fulton Market miles 
away, and then we must send our trucks 
to fetch it and cast it back many more 
miles to the Bronx. Naturally this en- 
tails a big unnecessary cost to the. con- 
sumer. 

“The other day my wife paid twenty- 
five cents for a yellow turnip in the 
Bronx. Why, if I had got twenty-five 
cents a bushel for turnips when I was 
a boy on a farm I'd have felt as if I 
had robbed a church! 

‘“'The situation is disgraceful. Many 
a small Western town has New York 
beaten on facilities for handling 
freight !’’

“The companies, therefore, find 
themselves in this position. with re- 
apect to their earning power; That for 
the years 1918 and 1918 combined the 
chief railroads of the United States had 
these results—fifty-two roads earned al- 
most 84 per cent. more than their 
standerd return, which represents the 
average annual railway opérating in- 
come for the three years ending June 
30, 1917, and was moderate, being less 
than 5% per cent. on their property in- 
veatment, and 151 roads earned 48 per 
cent. less than their standard return. 

These 208 principal roads collectively 
were short over 83 per cent.’ for both 
years in earning the standard return. 
Taking the situation as a whole the 
loss to the Government from operations 
under Federal control was estimated by 
the Director General at $904,600,000. 
This figure, however, did not include 
any amount for the settlement of 
claims on the part of the railroads for 
undermaintenance of their property, 
nor for losses in connection with im- 
provements ordered during Federal 
control for war purposes, for which the 
companies may have no further use. 


Conditions Require Actien. 


“The railroad. companies, therefore, 
whether judged by one year or by a 
series of years, are facing 1920 with 
greater physical and financial obstacles

Congress by that 
nat has diagnosed the situation and de- 
cided at least three important. ques- 
tions affirmatively: First, that the pyb- 
lic interest demands the maintenance 
and adequacy of our railroad transpor- 
tation: service; second, ownership» and 
operation of the railroads by our. citi- 
zens sliall continue, but subject to pub- 
lic control, and upon the mandate that 
the public control exercised by: the. In- 
terstate. Commerce Commission must al- 
low them a moderate return; and, third, 
that railroad wages and working con- 
ditions must be decided by represénta- 
tives of ‘the public, the carriers and the 
employes.”

Sums appropriated, the enorrious cost of 
coltéétion, and the sUbedqueiit loas to the 
Tréddury in reduced death duties. 

These objestiofie apparently are not 
sufficiently stfong to offect the.Govern- 
ment’s coufeé, Which Has been shaped 
with a vidw té mieéting one of the in- 
sistent demands of Iaber. The tax is 
not to apply to foreign capital invested 
in Britafn—perhaps £200,000,000—because 
the tat ia applied to the gross wealth 
6f the individual.

ance in France in 1835, although not 
prosecuted, it was generally condemned 
among. those who siept with _Bernadin 
St. Pierre's ‘‘ Paul and Virginia ” under 
their pillows as unfit ‘for pefusal and 
otherwise al, immoral, or non- 
moral. ¢ - 

As ‘‘ Mademoiselle de Maupin’ is 
seventy-five years. old, it. probably, in 
the view of Justice McAvoy, who 
awarded the damages to Mr. Halsey, 
fits in with the “ classics,”” for cer- 
tainly if we could exclude this literary 
a.| Masterpiece written ‘by one-of the great- 
est masters of the pen that ever lived 
we could throw out Boccaccio, Shake- 
speare, Fielding, De Maupassant, Walt 
Whitman and,a list too long to print in 
view of the paper shortage. 

Theophile Gautier, the author of “* Ma- 
demoiselle de Maupin,’’ was the centre 
of a queer and fascinating bunch of 
Romantics back in 1830. Andy Jackson, 
who was the President of the United 
States and himself something of a Ro- 
mantic in politics, nowhere mentions in 
his letters the astounding things citi 
on in Paris about that time... He ig- 
norés Gautier and the Romantic move- 
ment entirely.

This method.-of ‘“ regulating’’ immi- 
gration is complete and thorough. It 
steers between the Scylla of suspension 
and the Charybdis of the present free 
immigration. .It does not remove any 
of the-bars against the diseased, the 
immoral, the criminal and those 
‘likely to become a public charge.” 

The advantages of this method -of 
dealing with immigration are many and 
real. The total volume of immigration 
can be steadily adjusted to our chang- 
ing economic and industrial comttions: 
admitting as many as, but no more than, 
we really need and can properly care 
for. We avoid all danger to our proc- 
esses. Of assimilation. .We- maintain 
American stancards of life, work an 
wages, raise’ the grade of our new 
citizenship and deal fairly, and equitably 
with every people, even though we ma, 
apply different percentage rates to dif- 
ferent pedples. The enactment of this 
law will make it practicable to remove 
all special laws dealing with Chinese, 
which laws are confessedly in ‘‘ contra- 
vention” of our treaties. 

The National Committee is. convinced 
this general plan really provides for the 
valid claims of practically all the 
groups that have been studying our im- 
migration problems—-those who would 
completely stop it because they fear an

Latent Research Energy. 


Union Collége,

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In his letter. to you of a few days ago 
on the subject.of college research Mr. 
Stimson presents a matter/of the utmost 
importance to the college and to the in- 
tellectual life im America. _ When .he 
points out that ‘‘the duty of the college 
is to get all the teaching possible out of 
its Faculty. without quenching their en- 
thusiasm or preventi their search for 
new knowledge ‘’ he places an emphasis 
upon a function of the college which, in 
recent years, has been foreed into the 
background. The tendency in this coun- 
try has been to limit research work to 
the university. and to consider..that the 
work of, the coHege, as distinguished 
from the university, is to teach. ~ The 
college has thus become a distributer 
of the knowledge which the university 
produces; with the result that a large 
amount of research ability has been ren- 
dered latent, and the college has become 
something Jike’an expanded high school. 
It is a rare thing now to find in the 
éollege Faculties a man who is both a 
producer pf knowledge and a teacher. 
We are in danger of forgetting that the 
best teacher In the.one who at the same 
time, that he is teaching is at work 
adding something to the sum of human 
knowledge.. 

The reasons for this situation, as far 
as college Faculties are concerned, are 
Pgood. Most of the colleges have finan- 
cial problems" to. solye‘ the solution of 
which is a-vital matter .to the institu- 
tion. One of the methods of solution-of 
such problems has been to Increase ‘the 
amount.of teaching individual professors 
{| do and. ‘thus reduce the numberof pro-

financial problem has been to’ make 
every effort possible to: ‘tncrease the size 
of the undergraduate body,’ “which means 
also—when it succeéds-——ah increase in 
the amount. of tegiching, required of ‘the 
professor, * ‘The result, as far as the 
protessor’s work is concernéd, is that he 
has little time and energy for research. 
The small college has almost forgotten 
the ‘importance to. itself of having its 
Faculty engage in the work of extending 
knowledge. Far from insisting that its 
Faculty should. engage.in that sort. of 
work, it has insisted that it should 
confine itself to teaching. Thus the de- 
plorable situation arises—that~a large 
amount of research energy is eegaee s 
latent in this country. 

America’s. part in the Sit cnieten of 
knowledge will be more rapidly accém- 
.plished and ‘thé teaching in our colleges 
immensely improved when this latent 
research ability is: set free. Important 
as financial support is to the college, 
intellectual effort in’ new' fields of 
knowledge is of equal importance. The 
real life of a college will perish, how- 
ever extended its grounds or . buildings 
may be and however the salaries of its 
teachers may be increased, if the abil- 
ity of its Faculty as discoverers is pre- 
veered from expression. * ;

The news received from Washington 
yesterday that the House had -adopted 
the resolution authorizing the War De- 

t to army transports to 
carry the Ame athletes. to the 
Olympic games in Antwery this ‘Summer 
was received with unrestrained enthusi- 

-asm by the member of the American 
Olympic Committee. Gustavus T. Kirby, 
President of the committee, declared 
that one of the biggest problems with 
which the committee has had to wrestle 
thus far had been solved, and solved in 
the most satisfactory manner -possible. 


‘The resolution will be sent to joint con- 


ference of the Senate and House com- 
mittees, but since the resolution passed 
the Senate some time ago and the House 
passed it yesterday, there is every rea- 
son to believe that it. will be passed 
along to President Wilson for his sig- 
nature without further delay. The im- 


on preveiis in athletic circles here 
th dent will sign it. 

Once the President signs the bill it 
will then be within the jurisdiction of 
Secretary of War Baker to “allot the 
transport4 to be used by the athletes 
who will represent the United States in 
the Olympic games. It is a well-known 
fact that Secretary of War Baker has 
been one of the stanch supporters of the 
move from the ning and it is as- 
sured that the War partment will co- 
qeerene in every possible way with the 
American Olympic Committee, 


Of Advantage in Many Ways. 


Not only will the use of army trans- 
ports save about 80,000, but it will en- 
able the teams entered in the different 
branches of athletic competition to be 
sent to Belgium in units, something 
which would have been impossible had 
the committee been compelled to book 
passage for the athletes on privately 
owned ocean steamships, ‘’ Under the 
present chaotic. conditions exis’ in

dividuals, not as units, booking some 
of them on one boat and some on an- 
other,” said Mr}/Kirby while comment- 
ing upon the wélcome and commendable 
action taken by the Senate and House.
